SYNOPSIS 


Investigation  initiated  tj  the  Acting  District  Commander  after  being 
advised  of  an  unknown  object,  which  was  sighted  over  the  Hillsboro 
Airport,  Hillsboro.,  Oregon.  Investigation  revealed  that  the  object 
was  sighted  on  4 June  1949  at  1105  hours  (PST)  by  Mr. 

Box  #819,  Portland  1,  Oregon;  and  I-lr. 

NV  Oornell  Road,  Portland  1,  Oregon,  while  sitting  on  a hij.ixop^  about 
seven  miles  Vest  of  the  Hillsboro  Alxport.  Position  of  observers  at

As  was  their  habit 
during  lunch  hour*  they  were  observing  (wdth  the  naked  eye)  the  aizplanes 
flying  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Hillsboro  Airport,  Hillsboro,  Oregon.  Ihe 
airport  is  approximately  seven  miles  West  of  where  they  were  eating  their 
lunch.  Their  attention  was  attracted  to  an  aiiphlbious-type  aircraft  that 
entered  the  area.  ^Vhile  watching  this  craft,  they  noted  somethirg  reflect- 
ii^  li^t  from  the  siin  a considerable  height  above  the  general  level  of 
the  other  airplfines.  They  then  gave  this  object  all  of  their  attention 
in  an  effort  to  deteroine  what  type  of  aircraft  it  v;as.  (Ehey  noticed  that 
they  were  only  able  to  see  it  when  it  flashed,  or  reflected  the  light  from 
the  sun.
